“*When the patient becomes too 1l to
work hia course im about run and the
people are beglnning to  reallze this
Kivery consumptive ought to be com-
pelled to remnln absolutely gulet, breathe
plenty of fresh air and get lots of sun-
shink and eat only the most nutritious
food.

“Thers ought to be no hesltation about
treating such patients, evén wWhere there
Is at first some doubt. The disease ought
to be caught at lis very beginning, when
It » ourable. If it Is allowed to run for
A year or two It becomes so dangerous
that it s more often falal than other-
wine."
